DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 34 and 35 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 34 recites the limitation "the blank forming station" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-6, 9-15, 17-24, 26, 28-32, 34, and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Leumann (US Patent No. 1,330,639). 

See the attached marked up cover sheet of Leumann depicting the claimed features. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 VSC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 7, 16, 23, 27, 33, and 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Leumann (above). 

RE claims 7, 16, 23, and 33, Leumann teaches the claimed invention including a cam 
disk for generating his drive force. Leumann fails to disclose any alternative drive devices as 
outlined by the applicant (hydraulic cylinder, pneumatic cylinder, solenoid). It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to utililize any of 
the mentioned well known drive device since the examiner takes Official Notice of the 
equivalence of the many mechanical driving devices and their use in the mechanical arts and the 
selection of any of these known equivalents to the cam disk of Leumann would be within the 
level of ordinary skill in the art. RE claims 27 and 35, Leumann inherently needs a conveyor to 
get his blanks to the device. The applicant claims a generic magnetic conveyor. For the same 
reasons above, magnetic conveyors are well known and equivalent conveyors exist which would 
perform the same function in the Leumann device, (provided Leumann had a magnetically 
attractable article). Furthermore the applicant has not provided any significant finding or 
particular reason for using a magnetic conveyor and this feature is not patentably distinguishable 
over Leumann.
